It has been <aid that every manifested form has a keynote, bu 
it must be remembered that the cosmic scale 1s re-created by th 
Egos which come into individual torm at the commencement © 
every Great Age. | 

At the end of a coxmic Pralava. when all manifested life 1s in 
drawn, both ound and light are also indrawn. 

The first incarnated Ego <trikes the cosmic keynote for th 
Age in which it incarnated, and with the first incarnation of th« 
Seven World Builders, the seven keys—of which all other key: 
are variations—are, 's0 to speak, sounded throughout all space. 

With the <ounding of the twelve full notes between the tw: 
central octaves of a cozmic scale, there 1s set up a series of viÞbra- 
tions to which all later creations must be finally harmonized. Fo! 
example, one of the twelve grand divisions of the cosmos 1s attunec 
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tO) one certain key. All of the forms. of life karmically belong1mng 
0 that division, whether they he human, animal, mineral. or vege- 
table, and however. discordant, however high or low in the <cale 
of which that one -note is the key, must eventually be brought 
nto harmony through the chords which can he created in that 
particular key, trom time to time, as the cycle of its manifestation 
continues.

[ikewise, a thought wave, set up by the vibrating of ome definite 
thought in the mind of one person, will impinge upon the mind oft 
another that is in alignment, or in other words, in harmony with 
the first thinker; and it does <0. because of the <striking ot some 
one note of a chord to which both are attuned, that 1s, sxome 1dea 
that is common to both thinkers. 

If the inner sense of hearing 1s developed in an individual he 
can distinguish between _ the different sound waves <et free by 
thought, just as easily and as clearly as he can distinguish one 
thought from another. If he is in harmonious relations with the 
thinker he will hear those thought waves as harmomies, 1t other- 
wise, he will hear only discords, and feel nothing but antagonism 
toward the thoughts which force themselves through his mind. 

If his keynote is strongly sounded by one at a distance, one

\Iany vibrations of the nerves which produce thrilling sensa- 
tons 1n_ various parts oft the body are the result of <ound- waves 
Set up at a distance by the. unintentional striking ot the keynote 
ot that bodv. 

\lany <uperstitions have arisen as a result of these peculiar 
Sensations which have no baxsic truth. 

The place that muxie fills in the economy of the universe 1s all 
mportant, although this tact may not be recognized by a person 
who 1s mdadifferent to musical sounds. Þut as such sonnds may be 
transposed into other sensations he may feel corresponding sensa- 
tions, pleasurable or otherw1se. to the sounds, in various parts of 
his body, although he may not have the sh1ghtest knowledge of the 
ultimate cause of those sensations.

The most important of these have been the great man theory, 
the "genius of the age, | the political” interpretation, the "religious 
interpretation, the *geographical interpretation, the "racial traits ' 
interpretation, but all ot these leave a great mass of the tacts of 
nStOry unaccounted tor. They are each in turn capable ot repre- 
Sentation as the one Source of Mhistorical phenomena. 

Rants "Idea of Universal History,” and Heagel's *Idealistic 
Conception, . on account of their subtlety have never achieved an) 
veneral acceptance. 

The principal objection to the "political interpretation 18s that 
SCientifie critieism has shown that political change 1s not Cans 
but eff ect. 

As for the religious” interpretation, the 1dea conveyed 1n this 
1s that each specihie relhg10n produces a special eftect on the con- 
SClousness of the race and thence upon the express10n of that 
consciousness, the racial history. Thus the concept in Judaism 
is duty; in Confucianism, order; in Mohammedanism, justice ; 1 
Puddhism, patience ; in Christiamity, love. 

But this explanation also overlooks the tact that region may 
he a product rather than a cause, and that radical changes m 
condition of peoples take place under the same religion. Thus, 
11 we were to assert that the religion of Mohammed was the cause 
of the snecess of the Arabian empires, to what must we attribute 
their failure? In the seventh century Omar, Othman, and the 
()mnmiades carried the sword of Islam from the Guadelquiver to 
the Indus. Islam awoke an art, a literature, a commerce, a SC1ence, 
which transcended anything in the Christendom of that time. But 
what was 1t that caused the Crescent to sink into immediate 
Stagnation from which even modern civilization does not seem able 
to drag her? And why was it that Islam was never able to pene- 
trate above the geographical latitude of the Pyrenees nor below 
that of the Arabian peninsula? And what was there in Islam 
which brought the worst part of her civilization such extraordinary 
Success on the Bosphorous in 1452 and the noblest part of her 
civilization such disaster at. Granada in 1492 ? 
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Again, what was the Tartar relivion, that it should carry the 
\<1an nomads trom the Yangtse Kiang to the Elbe and empower

()n the morning of the fourteenth day ot February, 18958, the 
lay before the exploston which sunk the battleship Maine mn Flav- 
ana harbor, the Temple Guard related the details of a <ymbohlc 
communication received by it the night betore, to the then Head- 
quarters group of rexident members, and later in the day to a 
Iarger number of the Temple members. 

This communication, condensed, was as follows: 

First.. An unfamiliar foreign city, situated at the mouth of a 
hne harbor, the waters of which were covered with ships of all 
S1zes, and standing in the offting, a large battleship flving the 
American flag. 

Second. A low, irregular two-storied house of either Stone or 
adobe, and on the wall of a small room in a corner of the second 
Story. about midway between the floor and ceiling, an electric 
switchboard containing many white topped keys, each key num- 
hered in black, and each one attached to a wire running down 
from the board in a cable which passed through the floor, and 
through the room beneath into the ground.
